The University of Alberta, Edmonton, 
has announced the offering of a new de¬ 
gree, a B.A. in Recreational Leadership. 
This new professional program will be 
a four year course, the first year of 
which is being offered in the 1962-63 
Session. It will be organized and ad¬ 
ministered under the supervision of the 
School of Physical Education. 

Entrance requirements for this new 
degree program in Recreational Leader¬ 
ship will be comparable to those re¬ 
quired by other faculties; a high school 
diploma with “B” or higher standing 
and at least a 60% average in English 
30, Social Studies 30 and four other 
Grade XII courses.

DRAMA EXPERTS WILL INSTRUCT AT THIRD SEMINAR 


Two top instructors in the drama 
field will headline the staff of the Third 
Annual Residential Drama Seminar to 
be held at the Olds School August 19-25. 

Dr. Francis Hodge, Associate Profes¬ 
sor of Drama at the University of Texas 
will teach directing and acting. 

Dr. Hodge received his Ph.D. in drama 
from Cornell University in 1948 and has 
since taught at Cornell and the Univer¬ 
sity of Colorado. He is widely known 
as a director and writer. He has di¬ 
rected at the Colorado Shakespearean 
Festival and the Banff School of Fine 
Arts, and this year will be directing at 
the Summer School Theatre, University 
of British Columbia prior to coming to 
Olds. 

The second member to join the staff 
this year will be Peter Ajello, Director 
of the Manitoba Theatre School. Mr. 


Ajello has his post-gradutae certificate 
in speech and education from the Uni¬ 
versity of London; is an associate of the 
Drama Board in England; and prior to 
coming to Canada was a speech and 
drama specialist in London schools, and 
a lecturer at the Westminster Technical 
College. He has also worked as a pro¬ 
fessional actor with English repertoire 
companies. He will lecture on speech.

The clinic was termed a success over 
last year’s program in that those at¬ 
tending seemed to be better prepared 
in synchronized swimming. This im¬ 
provement in turn was certainly due 
to last year’s program which was a 
first for Alberta.

Olympic Coach Attends Competitive Swim Clinic in May 


The first competitive swim clinic for 
Alberta was held May 5 and 6 at the 
University of Alberta. This was prob¬ 
ably the most outstanding clinic pre¬ 
sented this year by the Athletic and 
Outdoor Education Section. 

The most significant factor in the 
success of the program was the appear¬ 
ance of Howard Firby of Vancouver, 
B.C. Mr. Firby is one of Canada’s most 
exceptional swimming coaches. He is 
presently the coach of Miss Mary Stew¬ 
art, distance record breaker. Mr. Firby 
is head coach of Canada’s Swim Team 


in the past Olympics, and coach of the 
Vancouver Dolphin Swim Club. 

Ably assisting Mr. Firby were Murray 
Smith, Head Swim Coach of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta Swim Team; Jack Bod¬ 
dington, Superintendent of Jasper Place 
Recreation, and Stan Siwik, Head Swim 
Coach, Lethbridge Swim Club. 

72 individuals from 18 communities 
throughout Alberta participated in in¬ 
struction in introduction to principles 
of swimming, pre-swimming condition¬ 
ing and training methods, organization 


of swimming meets, judging of diving, 
water polo, skills and rules, mechanics 
of back crawl, butterfly, breast stroke 
and free style. 

The clinic was held for all active and 
prospective coaches in Alberta. The 
program was co-sponsored by the Cana¬ 
dian Amateur Swimming Association, 
Alberta Branch and the School of Physi¬ 
cal Education, University of Alberta. 
The concensus was that a program of 
this type should be held next year again 
with Mr. Firby in attendance. 





World Renowned Clarinetist 
At Band And Orchestra Workshop 


In co-operation with Boosey and 
Hawkes (Canada) Ltd., Reginald Kell 
will present a total of four clinics for 
students and staff at the 4th Provincial 
Band and Orchestra Workshop. He will 
be in residence July 26, 27 and 28. 

Mr. Kell is acclaimed as one of the 
finest of contemporary clarinet artists. 
At the age of 25 he was a professor at 
the Royal Academy of Music, London. 
Since coming to the United States he 
has taught such famous players as Ben¬ 
ny Goodman. He has played for most 
of the top British symphony orchestras 
and was the favourite clarinetist of Sir 
Thomas Beecham. As a soloist Mr. Kell 
has played in every province and state 
in Canada and the United States. 

Students will be interested to know 
that Mr. Kell’s reputation is so great, 
that many of the staff asked that their 
teaching timetables be re-scheduled to 
make it possible for them to attend his 
clinics.
